London, Aug. 17.—The Manila cor- 


respondent of The Daily Telegraph 
says: 


Nothing could be more humane than 


the American capture of this town. 
General Merritt's and General Dewey's 
plan, was to spare every object but the 
defenses and the trenches. Apparently 
the American losses were extremely 
small. 
The Spanish 
entrenchments 


varied in point of distance from two 
to four miles from the center of old 
Manila. 


Defending this long line of at least 


ten miles were not over 5,000 Spanish 
regular troops, volunteers and natives. 
About half that number were in the 
nospital. 
The attacking force num- 


bered from 10,000 to 20,000 natives and 
10,000 Americans, on shore and aboard 
the fleet. In every respect the ad- 
vantage was on the side of the attack. 
The American field guns threw heavier 
metal and had longer ranges.than the 
Spanish, the markmanship of the Uni- 
ted States gunners was much superior 
to that of the Spaniards, and the men 
were stronger and in better condition. 
The Spaniards are a small race com- 
pared with their stalwart opponents, 
aud, worn cut by a hundred days' siege 
and disappointed by tne failure to ar- 
rive of the promised Spanish relief 
sijuad/pn', they had lost heart. .It was 
a hopeless struggle. 


Looking over the bay it was curious 


to notice how the foreign fleets ar- 
ranged themselves according to their 
sympathies. 
The English and Jap- 


anese were near the Americans and the 
Germans and French on the opposite 
sides of the bay, north of the Pasig 
river. The British cruiser Immortalite 
and her consorts kept fairly near the 
American line. The attacking squad- 
ron formed in lines between Malate 
and old Manila, with the Concord 
watched the fort at the mouth of the 
Pasig, The American fleet lay out- 
side ~the breakwater. 


The Olympia fired the first shot at 


9:40, and a fairly continuous but by 
no means furious cannonade was kept 
up until 11:20. By that time the Ma- 
late fort was silenced, and the Ameri- 
can troops thea stormed the entrench- 
ments. The Spaniards who were in the 
earthworks say that the quick firing 
guns of the little jninboat Rapido, 
which lay close to the shore, were far 
more terrible in thc'r effects than was 
the raking fire of the ships. 


Resistance to the American attack 


was impossible. The First Colorado 
regiment was tbc earliest to charge 
the Spaniards, who retired to the sec- 
ond line. bnt. soon outnumbered, they 
were forced into the old city.

Several Soldiers Stricken at Key West 


and Moutanlrjtetnt. 


Washington, Au£. 17.—Surgeon Gen- 


eral Sternberg has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Surgeon Borden, 
at Key West, regarding the yellow fev- 
er there: "Three cases of yellow fever 
and three suspected cases officially re- 
ported at marine barracks here. Have 
50 men at this hospital, mostly from the 
Fifth corps, ready for duty, and 31 
convalescents able to travel." 


Similar information to that received 


by General Sternberg fame to Surgeon 
General Wyman, of the marine hospital 
service. The iatter at once instituted 
steps for tiie purpose of obtaining data 
showing the origin of the disease and 
to prevent its spread to other places.

Crematinsr tlie BoiUes of Spanish Sol- 


diers, Victim!* of Disease. 


Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 17.—The bod- 


ies of the dead Spaniards continue to 
be cremated. Over 700 were burned so 
fv. Yesterday afternoon 70 were to 
be burned. 
Over two rails a dozen 


bodies are stretched, across them an- 
other dozen, and then about 30 corpses 
are stacked in an Immense funeral pile 
ten high. The pile is then saturated 
•with kerosene and the torch applied. 
A fall of rain put out the fire, caus- 
ing the bodies to be only half burned. 
The unconsumed bodies were left upon 
the earth until todav. when better 
weather helped the work of cremation. 


Around the pile yesterday lay 22

has issued the following proclamation: 


"Whereas, By a protocol concluded 


and signed Aug. 12, 1898, by Wiliam 
R. Day, secretary of state of the United 
States, and his excellency, Jules Cam- 
bon, ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the 
republic of 


France at Washington, respectively 
representing for this purpose the gov- 
ernment of the United States and the 
government of Spain, the United States 
and Spain have formally agreed upon 
the terms on which negotiations for 
the establishment of peace between the 
two countries shall be undertaken; 
and, 


"Whereas, It is in said protocol 


agreed that upon its conclusion and 
signature hostilitites between the two 
countries shall be suspended, and that 
notice to that effect shall be given as 
soon as possible by each government 
to the commanders of its military and 
naval forces; 


"Now, therefore, I, William McKin- 


ley, president of the United States, do, 
in accordance with the stipulations of 
the protocol, declare and proclaim on 
the part of the United States a suspen- 
sion of hostilities and do hereby com- 
mand that orders be immediately given 
through the proper channels to the 
commanders of the military and naval 
forces of the United States to abstain 
from all acts inconsistent with this 
proclamation. 


"In witness whereof, I have here- 


unto set my hand and caused the sea! 
of the United States to be affixed. 


"WILLIAM M'KINLEY." 


A cony of the proclamation has been 


cabled our army and navy command- 
ers. Spain will cable her commanders 
like instructions. 


The protocol provides: 
1. That Spain will relinquish all 


claim of sovereignty over and title to

2. That Porto Rico and other Span- 


ish islands in the .West Indies, and an 
island in the Ladrones, to be selected 
by the United States, shall be ceded to 
the latter.

Spanish islands in the West Indies 
shall be immediately evacuated and

to arrange and execute the details of 
the evacuation. 


5. That the United States and Spain 


will each appoint not more than five 
commisicners to negotiate and con- 
clude a treaty of peace. The commis- 
sioners are to me0* at Paris not later 
than the 1st of October. 


6. On the signing of Tlie protocol, 


hostilities will be suspend*"! and notics 
to that effect \vill be given as soon as 
possible by each government to the 
commanders of its military and naval 
forces.

Spanish Commander Escapes to 
Hong Kong on a German Ship. 


OLYMPIA FIRED THE FIRST SHOT. 


London, Aug. 17.—The Manila cor­ 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph 


Bays: 


Nothing could be more humane than 
the American capture of this town. 
General Merritt's and General Dewey’s 
plan was to spare every object but the 
defenses and the trenches. Apparently 
the American losses were extremely 
small. 
The Spanish entrenchments 
varied in point of distance from two 
to four miles from tli^e center of old 
Manila. 


Defending this long line of at least 
ten miles were not over 5,000 Spanish 
regular troops, volunteers and natives. 
About half that number were in the 
nospital. 
The attacking force num­ 
bered from 10,000 to 20,000 natives and 
10,000 Americans, on shore and aboard 
the fleet. 
In every respect the ad­ 
vantage was on the side of the attack. 
rIhc American field guns threw heavier 
metal and had longer ranges .than the 
Spanish, the markmapship of the Uni­ 
ted States gunners was inucli superior 
to that of the Spaniards, and the men 
were stronger and in better condition. 
The Spaniards are a small race com­ 
pared with their stalwart opponents, 
and, worn out by a hundred days* siege 
and disappointed by tne failure to ar­ 
rive of the promised Spanish l'elief 
squadron, they had lost heart. It was 
a hopeless struggle. 


Looking over the bay it wa3 curious 
to notice how the foreign fleets ar­ 
ranged themselves according to their 
sympathies. 
The English and Jap­ 
anese were near the Americans and the 
Germans and French on the opposite 
sides of the hay, north of the Pasig 
river. The British cruiser Immortalité 
and her consorts kept fairly near the 
American line. 
The attacking squad­ 
ron formed in lines between Malate 
and old Manila, 
with the 
Concord 
watched the fort at the mouth of the 
Pasig. 
The American fleet lay out­ 
side the breakwater. 


The Olympia fired the first shot at 
9:40, and a fairly continuous but by 
no means furious cannonade was kept 
up until 11:20. By that time the Ma­ 
late fort was silenced, and the Ameri­ 
can troops then stormed the entrench­ 
ments. The Spaniards who were in the 
earthworks say that the quick firing 
guns of the little gunboat Rapido, 
which lay close to the shore, were far 
more terrible in their effects than was 
the raking fire of the ships. 


Resistance to the American attack 
was impossible. 
The First Colorado 
regiment was the earliest to charge 
the Spaniards, who retired to the sec­ 
ond lino, but, soon outnumbered, they 
were forced into the old city. A part 
of Malate suffered severely from the 
bombardment. 
The vaunted 
intra- 
mures defenses were not tried. 


The Spanish commander, convinced 
that further resistance was hopeless, 
hoisted a white flu g at 1:30 and the 
order to cease firing was immediately 
issued in the center of the town, bur 
in the outskirts street fighting con­ 
tinued for some time afterwards be­ 
tween the rebels and Spaniards. The 
only fear felt in the city is in regard 
to the conduct of the insurgents. 


As the white flag was hoisted Gen­ 
eral Augusti and his family were taken 
on board the German cruiser, and th ' 
Kaiserin Augusta steamed off imined* 
ately for Hong Kong. 


Consul Widlman credits the report 
and says that should the vessels have 
left before the arrival at Manila of the 
British steamer Australia, which was 
r chartered to carry the news of the 
signing of the protocol and the cessa­ 
tion ©i hostilities to that place, it will 
be an impossibility to n>call the ves­ 
sels in three weeks. 


General Angusti yesterday said he 
did not know that the Kaiserin Au­ 
gusta was to sail for Hong Kong. He 
was informed that a launch was await­ 
ing him, which he boarded and was 
taken to the Kaiserin Augusta, which 
immediately started for this place. 
This statement is considered an equivo­ 
cation, as General Augusti evidently 
knew his destination artel his escape 
was prearranged. Augusti will start 
for Madrid today by the German mail

It is ex­ 
pected that this corps, th»» Seventh, 
will eventually be sent to Cuba, and 
in that event General Lee will go to the 
island at its head, preferring this po­ 
sition to a commissionership. 


VICTIMS OF YELLOW FEVER.

Several Soldiers Stricken at Key W est 
and -M ontaulc^ojjit. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—Surgeon* Gen­ 
eral Sternberg has received the fol­ 
lowing dispatch from Surgeon Borden, 
at Key West, regarding the yellow fev­ 
er there: “Three cases of yellow fever 
and three suspected cases officially re­ 
ported at marine barracks here. Have 
50 men at this hospital, mostly from the 
Fifth corps, ready for duty, and 31 
convalescents able to travel." 


Similar information to that received 
by General Sternberg came to Surgeon 
General Wyman, of the marine hospital 
service. 
The iatter at once instituted 
steps for the purpose of obtaining data 
showing the origin of the disease and 
to prevent its spread to other places. 


According to reports received at the 
marine hospital service two of the six 
vessels which have arrived at Mon- 
tauk Point, L. I., with troops from 
Shafter's army, were infected. 
One of 
these, the Grand Duchess, whose arri­ 
val has just been reported to the bu­ 
reau, had four cases of yellow fever 
aboard and a number of “suspects.”

THE HORRORS OF SANTIAGO. 


C rem ating the Bodies o f Spanish Sol­ 
diers, V ictim s ol* D isease. 


Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 17.—The bod­ 
ies of the dead Spaniards continue to 
be cremated. 
Over 700 were burned so 
f^r. 
Y estercjfiy afternoon 70 were to 
be burned. 
Over two rails a dozen 
bodies are stretched, across them an­ 
other dozen, and then about 30 corpses 
are stacked in an immense funeral pile 
ten high. 
The pile is then saturated 
with kerosene and the torch applied. 
A fall of rain put out the fire, caus­ 
ing the bodies to be only half burned. 
The unconsumed bodies were left upon 
the earth 
until todav, 
when 
better 
weather helped the work of cremation. 


Around 
the pile 
yesterday lay 22 
coffins containing corpses in a state of 
decomposition. 
Several naked bodies 
were strewn upon the 
ground in a 
Btate of putrefaction. Altogether about ' 
70 unburned and unconsumed bodies 
lay around. 
The stench was terrible. 
This happened at a cemetery within 
the city limits. The authorities and the 
cemetery olficials say it is impossible 
to get men to work at the cremation. 
Wages of $1 a day prove no inducement 
to the natives to work at this gruesome ■ 
toil.

Washington, Aug. 13.—The president 
has issued the following proclamation: 


11 Whereas, By a protocol concluded 
and signed Aug. 12, 1S98, by Wiliam 
JR. Day, secretary of state of the United 
States, and his excellency, Jules Cam­ 
bon, ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the 
republic 
o£ 
France at Washington, respectively 
representing for this purpose the gov­ 
ernment of the United States and the 
government of Spain, tho United States 
and Spain have formally agreed upon 
the terms on which negotiations for 
the establishment of peace between the 
two countries shall be undertaken; 
and, 


“Whereas, It is in said protocol 
agreed that upon its conclusion and 
signature hostilities between the two 
countries shall be suspended, and that 
notice to that effect shall be given as 
soon as possible by each government 
to the commanders of its military and 
naval forces; 


“Now, therefore, I, William McKin­ 
ley, president of the United States, do, 
in accordance with the stipulations of 
the protocol, declare and proclaim on 
the part of the United States a suspen­ 
sion of hostilities and do hereby com­ 
mand that orders be immediately given 
through the proper channels to the 
commanders of the military and naval 
forces of the United States to abstain 
from all acts inconsistent with this 
proclamation. 


“In witness whereof, I have here­ 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 


“WILLIAM M’KINLEY.” 


A copy of the proclamation has been 
cabled our army and navy command­ 
ers. Spain will cable her commanders 
like instructions. 


The protocol provides: 
1. That Spain will relinquish all 
claim of sovereignty over and title to 
Cuba. 
f 


2. That Porto Rico and other Span­ 
ish islands in the West Indies, and an 
island in the Ladrones, to be selected 
by the United States, shall be ceded to 
the latter. 


3. That tlip United States will oc­ 
cupy and hold the city, bay and har­ 
bor of Manila, pending the conclusion 
of a treaty of peace which shall de­ 
termine the control, disposition and 
government of the Philippines. 


4. That Cuba, Porto Rico and other 
Spanish islands in the West Indies 
shall be immediately evacuated and 
that commissioners, to be appointed 
within ten days, shall, within 30 days 
from the signing of the protocol, meet 
at Havana and San Juan, respectively, 
to arrange and execute the details of 
the evacuation. 


5. That the United States and Spain 
will each appoint not more than five 
commisioners to negotiate and con­ 
clude a treaty of peace. The commis­ 
sioners arc to meet at Paris not later 
than the 1st of October. 


6. On the signing of the protocol, 
hostilities will be suspended and notice 
to that effect will be given as soon as 
possible by each government to the 
commanders of its military and naval 
forces. 


With simplicity in keeping with re­ 
publican institutions the war which 
has raged between Spain and the 
United States for a period of three 
months and 22 days was quietly termi­ 
nated at 23 minutes past 4 o'clock yes­ 
terday afternoon, when Secretary Day, 
for the United States, and M, Cambon, 
for Spain, in the presence of President 
McKinley, signed a protocol which will 
for the basis of a definitive treaty of 
peace. 


As a further mar// of his disposition, 
President McKinley called for the 
proclamation which he had caused to 
be drawn up suspending hostilities, 
and signed it in the presence of M. 
Cambon, who expressed his apprecia­ 
tion of the action. Without delay Act­ 
ing Secretary Allan hastened to the 
telephone and directed that cable mes­ 
sages be immediately sent to all of the :

An Ic«lftn<l F ish erm an H uricd in H it 


Iilttlo Dory* 


Herbert D. Ward writes in the Cen­ 
tury of the “ Heroes of 
the Deep,” 
one of tho series of articles on “ Heroe* 
of Pcace.” Mr, Ward says: 


On April 25, 1895, a fishing-vessel 
came out from tho harbor of Byre 
Fiord, Iceland, to bait up and set his 
trawds. 
It became calm at night, but 
in tho morning, when the dories went 
out to haul, it began to breeze up. 
The gale came up so rapidly that the 
head dories, in order to save them­ 
selves at all, cut their gear and rnada 
for the vessel, wrhich was drifting 
astern, so that the men could get 
aboard. 
Soon all the dories were in 
but one, and the skipper w as in the 
rigging, looking for it anxiously. 
It 
was not long before ho discovered it 
to windward, bottom up, with the two 
men on top. 


Volunteers offered instantly, 
By 
this time tho gale was a hurricane, and 
the sea had made rapidly. 
The great 
danger wras apparent 
One of the 
men who went to the rescue as a mat­ 
ter of course, at the peril of his life, 
was Carl Eckhoff, an 
indomitable 
Swede. 
I have been unable to dis­ 
cover the names of the other two* 


Tho wind as well as the tide was 
against the rescuers. Again and again 
they were almost swamped; but rapid 
bailing and skilful handling carried 
them on in the white hell. 
At last, 
well-nigh 
spent, they 
reached the 
dory just in time to save one man 
alive. 
But the other wfas dead. 
His 
head was fouled in the gear where he 
had fallen over, benumbed by the icy 
wFater. 
They carried him back to the 
vessel, and worked three hours in vain 
trying to resuscitate liijn. 
Then they 
made for the harbor. 


On the follow’iug day a procession 
of the crews of three vessels wended 
its way to the churchyard. 
Uplifted 
upon the stahvart arms of mourning 
mates, the dory led tho way. 
It was 
the assassin dory, and hi it, in simple 
state, lay the man it had killed. 


Up through the churchyard, into 
the plain church, the man was carried 
in this strange bier. 
There he was 
laid before the pulpit while the minis­ 
ter said over him the prayer for the 
dead. 
The freezing grave was ready. 
In it John Jacobsen was buried. 
No 
longer will he risk the gale or the ice. 
The dory that had slain him was his 
coffin; and the cold earth of warm­ 
hearted Iceland has covered both man 
and boat in an eternal peace. 


The "Warrior Ant«. 


In every ant colony, whatever the 
species, there is usually a distinct 
class of 
citizens who constitute a 
sort of warrior cast, being provided 
with huge head and jaws. 
They do 
no work whatever, apparently, their 
business being to fight. 
However, 
there is a South American species, not 
al aTT warlilTe* whTcn Tfve in treei, and 
the big-heo£ed felloes are employed 
SS living stoppers to close up the 
small holes of entrance to the nest, 
One of the most remarkable engineer­ 
ing works of ants is a tunnel that has 
been made by a tribe of the leaf-cut- 
ing species unde* the bed of thePar- 
ahyba river, near Bio, at a place where 
the steam mentioned is as broad as 
tLe Thames at London Bridge. 
Not 
far from Para ants of this kind pierced 
the embankiiient of a large reservoir, 
and the great body of wfater which it 
contained escaped before the damage 
could be repaired. 
These ants have 
been known to carry off the contents 
of a two-bushel basket of mandiooa 
meal in a single night, taking it grain 
by grain.—New York Tribune.

The climate is thus 
explained: 
“In the north are vast 
unknown mountains, perpetually cov­ 
ered with snow, from whence, the 
winds blowing the greatest part of the 
vear, these countries become much 
colder than those in Europe in the

One of these elms, now known as 
Ulmus Montana, wras the favorite wood 
for making wyches, or provision chests, 
and was therefore known as tho wych 
hazel. 
In the present day it is *he 
wveh elm. 
Our hamamelis received 
from the early settlers tho name of 
wych hazel from the resemblance of 
the leaves to those of the wfych hazel 
or elm of the Oid World. 
Language 
reformers imagining that wych should 
be spelled witch are responsible* for 
the confusion. 
Wych hazel is the cor­ 
rect term for our plant.—Meehan’» 
Monthly.

Iced Chocolatc. 


Iced chocolate is sometimes served 
at hot weather luncheons instead of 
iced tea or coffee. 
A formula for it is 
to make the cocoa in tho proportion of 
a heaping teaspoonful to each half­ 
pint of boiling water. 
This is mixed 
and cooked in a double boiler for five 
minutes, and sweetened as it is taken 
from the fire. 
When it is cold, about 
a half-cup of cream is added. 
The 
whole is then beatou until very light. 
It should be served in tall thin glasses 
half filled with powdered ice. 


Chicken P ilau . 


Dress and cut up two chickens, 
cover with boiliug water aud cook un­ 
til tender. 
Take out the meat and 
boil one pint of rice in the w*ater in 
which the chicken was cooked. 
But­ 
ter a large pudding dish, put half the 
boiled rice in the bottom, spread with 
butter and cover with the chicken; 
pour 
on 
the 
gravy, 
then 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
rice and smooth it: 
beat the yolks of two eggs and spread 
on top of the rice. 
Bake in a moder­ 
ate oven three-fourths of an hour. 


Stewed Bananas. 


Stewed bananas are cooked till clear 
in a syrup made of one cup of sugar, 
one of water, a bay leaf and a stick 
of cinnamon. 
It has to be recorded 
that though cooked bauauas are rec­ 
ognized as far more wholesome than 
uncooked, children are apt to reject 
them except in the latter form. Some­ 
times stewed bananas poured around 
custard cup molds of cornstarch or 
rice tempt tho small eaters, though 
not always. 
They have to be coaxed 
and encouraged—one mother encoun­ 
tered recently confessed to bribery— 
but after a few trials the taste seems 
to be acquired, and then stewed or 
baked bananas or banana fritters may 
become a frequent dish. 


A D eliciou s Breakfast D ish, 


% A dainty and delicious breakfast or 
luncheon dish is a chicken souffle. It 
is made thus: 
Mince the white meat 
of a cold roasted pr boiled fowl with 
a littfe onion. 
To a pint of minced 
meat add one teaspoonful of fiuely 
minced parsley, salt ancj pepper ii^ 
sufficiency to season father highly; 
six tables2)oonfuls of cream; mix all 
together; stir in three tablespoonfuls 
6f flpur and the beaten yolks of four 
eggs. 
Place over the fire, and when 
it begins to thicken remove and allow 
to cool a little. 
Beat the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth and stir in 
lightly. Bake in a souflle pan twenty- 
livo or thirty minutes and serve at 
once with mushroom sauce. 
Salmon 
souffle is made in the same manner, 
substituting boiled salmon for the 
fowl. 
Serve with slices of cut lemon 
and pass a cucumber salad. 


H ousehold Hints. 


Old white Holland curtain.0, with the 
stiffening boiled out, make excellent 
dishcloths. 


Boiled ham wrapped in buttered 
paper and baked for nu hour is great­ 
ly improved. 


A piece of cloth dipped in spirits of 
wiue and rubbed upon soiled leather 
will remove every spot on it. 


In making any orange desserts, they 
will be found much imjn’oved in flavor 
if some of the grated peel is used. 


Cut flowers can be tinted almost any 
desired color by means of aniline 
dyes, which are absorbed with the 
wate*. 


A grained sugar is bettor in pud­ 
dings, sauces and in all sweet pud­ 
dings and spongelike desserts, "which 
depend on eggs to make them light. 


To remove hardened putty from 
glass or sash, pass a hot iron slowly 
over i t 
To remove splashes of fresh 
putty from a glass, rub with whiting. 


As clothes are apt to mildew in 
damp weather, it is well to know that 
it can be easily removed by rubbing a 
little soap on the garment and then a 
little salt and starch*; rub all well into 
the article, and lay in the sun. 


Don’t put slovenly looking dishes 
on the table. 
Carefully rub from the 
edges all signs of sloppy filling, and 
above all things be sure that the but­ 
ter dish is freshly filled at each meal, 
Little things like this show tho care­ 
ful housekeeper. 


In a new bread and pastry mould­ 
ing board the top is covered with a 
sheathing of thin sheet metal, with a 
curved bead around three sides and a 
headj^iece at the back, which has a 
spring clip under which the rolling 
pin slides when not in use.

A good story is told of Commodore 


Qeorge Dewey, which illustrates not 
duly his coolueHs and judgment iu a 
moment of peril, but also the high re- 
gard iu which he is held by the men 
under his command. It was during 
the spring of 1887, when Commodore 
Dewey, then a captain, had command 
of the flagship Peiisacola, a sailing 
vessel, iu the Mediterranean. While 
en route from Athens to the coast of 
Spain the vessel encountered a series 
of short but violent squalls, which not 
only greatly retarded her progress, but 
proved intensely wearing on the crew.

the crew, following it up with an order 
to lay aloft and go through the tactics 
of shortening sail by way of drill.

The Receivers of the Baltimore and

Article* Than They Can Commute. 
There has recently appeared under 


authority of the state department, in 
Washington a table showing the rela- 
tion which the colonies of certain Eu- 
ropean countries bear to the home 
country, and from it is seen that four 
of the governments of Europe—Great 
Britain, France, Holland and Portugal 
—have colonies larger in respect to- 
population than the home countrv, 
while two other European govern- 
ments, Germany and Denmark, have 
colonies larger in territorial area than 
he home country. It is more than 
a coincidence that the governments 
which have colonies are, for the most 
part, those which are conspicuous in 
manufacturing industries, while it is 
observable that in nearly every case 
the agricultural countries of Europe, 
notably Russia, Austria, Spain and 
Sweden, either have no distant colonies 
remote from the home country, or are 
on the point of losing those colonies 
which they have, and the same is Irae 
of Italy and Turkey. 


The figures show that all manufac- 


turing countries under the impetus of 
steam power, electricity and modern 
invention are able to produce consid- 
erably more than their inhabitants 
can consume and, the home market 
being insufficient, recourse has been 
had to a foreign market artificially 
created by the colonial expansion of 
the kind now generally favored by 
tfeose who are seekiac to cet for

and much more than half of it is with 
Germany under conditions which are 
necessarily more favorable to the Ger­ 
man consumers than to the Austrian 
producers.

MANUFACTURES AND 
COLONIES. 


The Policy o f N ations W ho M ake More 
Articles Than They Can Consume. 


There has recently appeared under 
authority of the state department in 
Washington a table showing the rela­ 
tion which the colonies of certain Eu­ 
ropean countries bear to the home 
country, and from it is seen that four 
of the governments of Europe—Great 
Britain,France, Holland aud Portugal 
—have colonies larger in respect to- 
population than the home country, 
while two other European govern­ 
ments, Germany and Denmark, have 
colonies larger in territorial area than 
the home country. 
It is more than 
a coincidence that the governments 
which have colonies are, for the most 
part, those which are conspicuous in 
manufacturing industries, while it is 
observable that in nearly every case 
the agricultural countries of Europe, 
rlotably Russia, Austria, Spain and 
Sweden, either have no distant colonies 
remote from the home country, or are 
on the point of losing those colonies 
which they have, aud the same is true 
of Italy and Turkey. 


The figures show that all manufac­ 
turing countries under the impetus of 
steam power, electricity and modern 
invention are able to produce consid­ 
erably more than their inhabitants 
can consume aud, the home market 
being insufficient, recourse has been 
had to a foreign market artificially 
created by the colonial expansion of 
the kind now generally favored by

Supplying the Army. 


The supplying of an army with the 
tilings required for its subsistence, 
maintenance and operation is divided 
into three distinct departments—the 
commissary, the quartermaster’s aud 
the 
ordnance. 
The quartermaster 
supplies the tents, uniforms, shoes, 
underwear, and all that relates to the 
housing and clothing of the soldier. 
The commissary 
department 
feeds 
him, and the ordnance furnishes his 
arms and shooting material. 


The feeding of a soldier is an inter­ 
esting process, and from the top of 
the list to the bottom there is in­ 
cluded a very considerable army in 
itself engaged in buying, forwarding 
and distributing the food which goes 1 
to make up a soldier’s “rations.” 
Except in what may be called emer­ 
gency cases, the process starts at the 
top, with the chief of the commissary 
department of the whole army, with 
headquarters in Washington, 
Con­ 
tracts are made for the materials speci­ 
fied by the war department, in quan­ 
tities of tons and hundreds of tons, 
according to the nature of the mater­ 
ial,—New York Post.

The Receivers of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad have turned their atten­ 
tion to the Improvement of the grades 
on the Third division from Cumberland 
to Grafton, 
or rather that portion 
which lays between Altamont, the t*>p 
of the 17 mile grade, and Terra Alta, 
where the Cranberry Grade begins to 
descend. 
The line pases through Deer

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What The War Cost 


The first shot of the Spanish Ameri- 


can war was fired on April 22, when 


Uie gunboat Nashville brought the 
'Spanish merchantman Buena Ventura 
to time. 
It was on the day after Pres- 


ident McKinley ordered the Key West 
-fleet to Cuba. 


On the following day the presibent 


issued a call for 125,000 volunteers, 
and on April 24 Spain declared war. 
Hostilities had been actually in pro- 
gress two days before the declaration 
"was made. 


The war has continued 105 days. 


There have been briefer wars in distory, 
but it is doubtful if there has been one 
in which the loss of life was less, con- 
sidering the length of hostilities. 
The 


figures show that 266 Americans were 
killed in battle with 1,400 wounded. 
The Spanish losses were 2,000 killed 
and 2, 630 wounded. Those who have 
-died since as a result of wounds or pes- 
tilence are not included. 


The cost of the war to the United 


States is estimated at $140,500,000 
of which $20,000,000 was expended to 
increase the navy. The army has been 
increased to 278,500 men, including 
200,000 men in the volunteer regi- 
•ments. 


A Splendid Camp Ground. 


The troops of the Second Divison of 


'the Second Corps, unber General Dav- 
is, now encamped at Manassas, will 
have one of the prettiest and healthiest 
camp grounds in the United States 
when they come to Middlelown and 
pitch their tents on the famous Young 
farms. 
These are five farms, number- 


ing 1,400 acres in all, but the one se- 
lected as the site for the camp is what 
is known as "Oak Lane" farm, the 
original Young homestead farm, and 
-said by the Duke of Cumberland, a 
famous authority on agriculture, to be 
•the finest farm he had seen in America, 
during the occasion of his visit to the 
•Centennial Exposition, in 1876. 


T^e ground is rolling on the farm of 


31.0 acres, but there is one plot of about 
140 acres, that lies along the public 
-road, which will make an excellent pa- 
rade ground, being level and finely 
drained. There are also a number of 
farm houses on the farm, which can be 
used for headquarters and quarters for 
the officers. 
Water has been reached 


by the diggers, and the one well flows 
at the rate of ninety gallons a minute. 
It is said to be pure sweet water, and if 
the analysis is all right, about twenty 
more wells will be sunk. 


The turnpike between Harrisburg 


-and Middletown, on which is the trol- 
ly line, skirts the parade ground. At 
the edge of the main camp ground is 
Stoner's woods, a large camp meeting 
brove, through which flows a cool 
mountain stream. 


A large tank, with a capacity of 30,- 


•ooo gallons, has been put up. 
Pipes 


will be laid to the river, and water will 
be forced into this tank for ordinary 
use of the camp, but the drinking wat- 
er will be obtained from artesian wells. 
There is no question about the supply 
being abundant for all the troops that 
may be sent. 
The Swatara and Sus- 


•quehanna will furnish ample bathing 
facilities. 
The camp proper will be lo- 


cated a quarter of a mile from the riv- 
er. It will occupy a level plain 150 
feet above the river. The main camp 
will be in afield of 140 acres, with suf- 
ficient slope for excellent drainage. 
Between the railroad and the trolly 
lines is another field of 40 acres in grass, 
which will be used as a drill ground. 
It is as level as a floor.

At Harrisburg, the laying of the cor- 


ner-stone of the new Capitol took place 
at noon Wednesday, in the presence of a 
large gathering. 
The Grand Lodge of 


Masons of Pennsylvania were in charge 
and some of the most distinguished men 
of the State were present. A heavy rain 
fell during the ceremonies, and yet it 
did not dampen the ardor of those who 
took part. The corner-stone is that used 
in the historic Capitol destroyed by fire 
in February, 1897. The guests of the 
Capitol Building Commission, included 
State officials, Judge of the Supreme and 
Superior Courts, and members of the 
Legislature. 


At the close of the ceremonies a colla- 


tion was served in the Supreme Court 
chamber. Colonel A. K. McClure, of

at the laying of the stone, was entertain- 
ed at luncheon by Gov.

Fatal Railroad Wr«ck. 


A wreck which cost engineer John 


Reed his life, completely destroyed two 
engines and one box car, and damaged 
several other freight cars, occurred on 
the Western Maryland Railroad, Sunday 
evening at 5.CO o'clock, near St. Paul's 
Church, six miles north of Emory 
Grove. 


A special freight tran left Hauovcr 


Sunday afternoon, in charge of engineer 
John Reed, fireman Charles Rcbert, flag- 
man Milton Luckenbaugb, conductor 
Harry M. Socks, and brakeman Henry 
M. Miller. Tne train was drawn by en- 
gine No. 25, which had just been brought 
from the repair shop Tuesday, after 
a general overhauling. There were thir- 
teen cars in the train, ten of which were 
loaded with coal. 
Passenger train No. 95 runs out from 
Baltimore to Alesia every Sunday even- 
ing, arriving at the latter place at 5.30 
o'clock 
Neai St. Paul's Church, about 


six miles north of Emory Grove, and iust 
below Arcadia the road makes a curve 
through a cut, making it impossible for 
an engineer going north or south to see 
ahead for any distance. Here the two 
trains met. The engine of the passenger 
train was coming backward, there bein° 
no turntable at Alebia. 


As the engines neared each other, en- 


gineer Sha\\ and fireman McCleary of the 
passenger engine, and fireman Rebert, of 
the freight engine, jumped for their lives 
but engineer John Reed stuck to his post. 
His engine ran over the tender of the 
other engine and then under the engine 
seiting it up on end, piling up a wreck 
twenty-five feet high. The first car on 
the freight train was loaded with pig iron 
and was dashed to pieces on the freight 
engine, engineer Reed being crushed by 
the timbers and iron. 


Mr. Reed's family was taken from Han- 


over to the scene of the accident by a 
special train. The dying man recogniz- 
ed his family and Avas able to speak to 
them. The doctors gave him stimulants, 
but he gradually grew weaker. At 3 o'- 
clock he was yet conscious but soon be- 
came unconscious, and at 4.30 he died. 


The two engines are badly wrecked. 


The passenger cars did not leave the 
track and the passengers were not injur- 
ed, beyong receiving a severe jolting. 
Of the freight train, the first car was 
smashed and several others thrown from 
the track and damaged. 


The injuries to the employees of the 


railroad, 
except 
Mr. 
Reed, were 


slight. Brakeman Henry Miller receiv- 
ed a flesh wound on the arm, while flag- 
man Milton Luckenbaugh is also slightly 
injured. 


The accident was caused by a misun- 


derstanding on the part of the freight 
train's crew. 


Mr. Reed, the victim of the accident, 


resided in Hanover, and leaves a wrlow 
and three children

Fatal Railroad Wreck» 


A w’reck which cost engineer John 
Reed his life, completely destroyed two 
engines and one box car, and damaged 
several other freight cars, occurred on 
the Western Maryland Railroad, Sunday 
evening at 5.CO o’clock, near St. Paul’s 
Church, six miles north 
of 
Emory 
Grove. 


A spccial freight trail left Hanover 
Sunday afternoon, in charge of engineer 
I John Reed, fireman Charles Robert, flag- 
! man Slilton Luckcnbaugh, conductor 
Harry SI. Socks, and brakeman Henry 
I SI. Sliller. Tno train was drawn by en­ 
gine No. 25, which had just been brought 
from the repair shop Tuesday, after 
a general overhauling. 
There were thir­ 
teen cars in the train, ten of which wTcrc 
loaded with coal. 
Passenger train No. 95 runs out from 
Baltimore to Alcsia every Sunday even­ 
ing, arriving at the latter placc at 5.30 
o’clock 
Near St. Paul’s Church, about 
six miles north of Emory Grove, and iust 
belowr Arcadia the road makes a curve 
through a cut, making it impossible for 
an engineer going north or south to see 
ahead for anv distance. Here the two 
ft 


trains met. The engine of the passenger 
train w*as coming backward, there bci*s> 
no turntable at Alesia. 


As the engines neared each other, en­ 
gineer Shaw and fireman SIcCleary of the 
passenger engine, and fireman Rebert, of 
the freight engine, jumped for their lives 
but engineer John Reed stuck to his post. 
His engine ran over the tender of the 
other engine and then under the engine 
seiting it up on end, piling up a wreck 
twenty-live feet high. The first car on 
the freight train was loaded with pig iron 
and was dashed to pieces on the freight 
engine, engineer Reed being crushed by 
the timbers and iron. 


Sir. Reed’s family wras taken from Han­ 
over to the scene of the accident by a 
special train. The dying man recogniz­ 
ed his family and was able to speak to 
them. 
The doctors gave him stimulants, 
but he gradually grcwr weaker. At 3 o’­ 
clock he was yet conscious but soon be­ 
came unconscious, and at 4.30 he died. 


The two engine? are badly wrecked. 
The passenger cars did not leave the 
track and the passengers were not injur­ 
ed, beyong receiving a severe jolting. 
Of the freight train, the first car was 
smashed and several others thrown from 
the track and damaged. 


The injuries to the employees of the 
railroad, 
except 
Sir. 
Reed, 
were 
slight. Brakeman Henry Sliller receiv­ 
ed a flesh wound on the arm, while flag­ 
man Milton Luckenbaugh is also slightly 
injured. 


The accident was caused bv a misun- 
derstanding on the part of the freight 
train’s crew. 


Sir. Reed, the victim of the accident, 
resided in Hanover, and leaves a widow 
and three children 
His wife wT; 
a 
Sliss Toney, of Gettysburg. 


Deceased wras the last of five sons of 
Peter Reed, and strange to relate, they 
all died violent deaths. 
George Reed, one of the brothers, fell 
from a hickory tree some 40 years ago 
and was instantly killed; Samuel was 
killed by the cars in Hanover about 34 
years ago; Henry met his death by fall­ 
ing into a large fly-wheel at Marks’ mar 
ble works, on the Hanover Commons, 
some 12 years back; Jacob was burnt to 
death in the flames wiiich destroyed his 
habitation on the Baltimore turnpike, 
about one from Hanover, 4 or 5 years ago, 
and John the last of the brothers, met his 
sad fate Sunday, as above described.

century, when Dumas the elder was 
at the height of his career, and the or- 
igin of many an interesting piece of 
French literature was delightfully un- 
certain, a couple of works appeared 
that drew attention to the mysterious 
and far-off Philippines. In his "Thou- 
sand and One Pnantoms," issued seri- 
ally in the Constitutionnel, Dumas 
made free with a fellow countryman 
who had been the hero of Certain sur- 
prising adventures in the Pearl of the 
Orient, and the hero thereupon not 
caring to figure as a phantom in a 
feuiljeton, got out his "Adventures of 
a Gen^eman of Brittany in the Phil- 
ippines. ' 
Some persons, however, 


thought the hero would have been 
truer to life as the creation of Dumas; 
that as a real gentleman of Brittany 
he -was only another living liar, and 
that, in fact, his romantic narrative 
was the work of a new Selkirk and 
Defoe combination. 


Paul Proust de la Gironniere was 


counted in the pedigree of an ancient 
Piedmontese family that came over 
the St. Bernard and into Brittany in 
the days of Louis XIV., and soon be- 
came rich enough to have access to the 
nobility and to contract "the most 
flattering alliances." 
Paul's father 


was born at Nantes, where his ances- 
tors had held high office under the 
crown. His wealth was swept away 
by the revolution; and he died on a 
piece of land owned by his wife. Paul's 
mother gave the boys such education 
as she could, and then they went to 
seek their fortune. One died in Mad- 
agascar; another returned to Porto 
Rico to die in his mother's arms; the 
husband of one of Paul's sisters died 
in Mauritius, and another brother died 
while visiting Paul in the Philippines.

The 
operator becomes very expert in the 
manipulation of these keys, and can 
place Lis finger on a certain letter or 
sign as quickly as an expert operator 
on a typewriting machine can touch a 
certaiu key. 


In battle formation it is very neces- 


sary for ships to keep at exact dis- 
tances from each other 
so as to 


maneuver properly. 
An 
electrical 


device is now in use on some of our 
warships whereby the vessels are en- 
abled to fix the desired distances ac- 
curately. The helm indicator, another 
electrical device in use, simply tells 
the man at the wheel at what angle 
the captain wishes the helm set to 
make a turn. 
A registering device on 


the bridge, operated by. electricity, 
notifies the captain whether his orders 
have been carried out. A mistake in 
obeying the orders of the captain in 
time of battle in this respect might 
result in a collision, and how serious 
that might be the fate of the Victoria 
when the Camperdown sunk her in 
the Mediterranean several years a<*o 
would seem to indicate. 
° 


The range tinder on ships consists 


of two sightiug apparatus, usually 
situated well up on the superstructure 
of the warship, with an operator for 


• each station. 
The exact distance be- 


tween the stations is known, and this 
forms the base of a triangle. 
The 


operators simply focus their instru- 
ments upon the target. An automatic 
device registers the angles involved 
and this at once indicates the exact 
distance of the target from the ship. 
This distance is telegraphed to the 
various guns and the man who has 
charge of the elevation of a gun 
knows the exact range. 


There are other electrical devices 


which are being used or perfected for 
use on warships. 
One of them is a 


sounding apparatus to take the depth 
of water when the ship is going at 
full speed and to give warning of 
danger. Another is to secure some 
means of communication between the 
various ships of a squadron without 
wives and by means of induction. 
Neither of these systems has bee» 
successful yet, but both serve to indi- 
cate the trend of events in electrical 
engineering, so far as it applies to 
warships. Hence it is that the use of ! 
electricity on such 
vessels would 


probably grow, and it must be a very 
positive and learned man who can in- 
dicate the limit of its future use.

A NAVY'S ELECTRICITY, 


THE APPARATUS USED ON A MODERN 
BATTLESHIP VERY COMPLEX.

I t is in tlio electrical apparatus that 
the modern battleship is especially 
complex. For a vessel like the Massa­ 
chusetts there are three 1 ‘generating 
nnits,’* with multipolar dynamos, each 
having a capacity of 300 amperes at 
■80 volts. 
These dynamos are run by 
engines which make 400 revolutions a 
minute. 
This electric plant is used 
for the operation of nearly 500 incan­ 
descent lights, four search lights, one 
set of signaling apparatus, two sta­ 
tionary and four portable ventilating 
fans, four motors for the 8-inch am­ 
munition hoists, and other apparatus 
peculiar to warships, 
such as range 
finders, engine telegraphs, telephones 
and the like. 
• 


The introduction of electricity on 
warships has been a constant iight 
and struggle against steam. 
Inch by 
inch the ground has been fought over, 
and inch by inch electricity has been 
winning its way, and the end is not 
yet. 


Very few of our warships are steered 


and white spots painted on them, ra* 
presenting every possible combination 
of the two colors in 
the use of 
five lanterns of each color. 
These 
keys look like so many dominoes. The 
operator becomes very expert in the 
manipulation of these keys, and can 
place his finger on a certain letter or 
sign as quickly as an expert operator 
on a typewriting machine can touch a 
certain key. 


In battle formation it is very neces­ 
sary for ships to keep at exact dis- 
tances from each other 
so as to 
maneuver properly.

The helm indicator,another 
electrical device in use, simply tells 
the man at the wheel at what angle 
the captain wishes the holm set to 
make a turn.

would seem to indicate* 


The range tinder on ships consists 
of two sighting apparatus, usually 
situated well U2)onthe superstructure 
of the warship, with an operator for 


by electricity.

lyn, however, has such an apparatus 
and it is said to work satisfactorily. 
On most of the large ships the guns 
are fired by electricity. 
On nearly 
all of them an elaborate telephone 
system is in place and use. 
Another 
electrical device is what is called the 
helm indicator, which shows the navi­ 
gator of the ship the exact condition 
of the helm at any time. 
One of the 
commonest uses of electricity on ship­ 
board is the steering telegraph, where­ 
by the navigator communicates with 
the engine room and is enabled in re­ 
turn to see whether the orders he has 
transmitted have been carried out. 
Another electrical instrument, which 
is coming into use on warships, is the 
speed and direction indicator, which 
reveals to the navigator of the ship 
not only the number but the direction 
of the revolutions ot the shaft of each 
engine. 


Then there is the range finder and 
the range indicator whereby, with 
dials, the captain of a ship can regu­ 
late the direction and all the details 
of firing guns in any part of the ship 
from his station in the conning tower. 
Another electrical apparatus is the 
electric telescopic sight. 
This works 
in co-operation with the range indi­ 
cator. 
I t has been found that when a 
nhip is rolling the man who is sight­ 
ing the gun has to get the target, the 
front sight and the rear sight into line 
and that he has only about one-fifth 
of a second in which to do this work. 
Through the operation of this tele­ 
scopic sight the man wiio is elevating 


tween the stations is known, and this 
forms the base of a 
triangle. 
The 
operators simply focus their instru­ 
ments upon the target. 
An automatic 
device registers the angles involved 
and this at once indicates the exact 
distance of the target from the ship* 
This distance is telegraphed to the 
various guns and the man w’ho has

knows the exact range. 


There are other electrical devices 
wiiich are being used or perfected for 
use on warships. 
One of them is a 
sounding apparatus to take the depth 
of water w'hen the ship is going at 
full speed and to give warning of 
danger.

1 admitted Tennessee, nearly three 
months after she had become a state 
by her own action.

to provide a jn’esident for the Union 
and the first outside the original thir­ 
teen and with one exception the only 
state south of the Ohio and the James 
ever to furnish a president, and she 
has provided three, more than any 
other state except New York, Virginia 
and Ohio.—Boston Transcript.

THE FLIGHT 
OF AUGUSTI. 


Spanish Commander Escapes to 
Hong Kong on a German Ship. 


OLYMPIA FIRED THE FIRST SHOT. 


London, Aug. 17—The Manila cor- 
respondent of The 
Daily Telegraph 
Bays: 


Nothing could be more humane than 
the American capture of this town. 
General Merrltt's and General Dewey's 
plan was to spare every object but the 
defenses and the trenches. 
Apparently 
the American losses were extremely 
small. 
The Spanish 
entrenchments 
varied in point of distance from two 
to four miles from tlie center of old 
Manila. 


Defending this long line of at least 
ten miles were not over 5»000 Spanish 
regular troops, volunteers and natives. 
About half that number were in the 
nospital. 
The attacking force num- 
bered from 10,000 to 20,000 natives and 
10,000 Americans, on shore and aboard 
the fleet. 
In every respect the ad- 
vantage was on the side of the attack. 
I he American lield guns throw heavier 
metal and had longer ranges.than the 
Spanish, the markmajiship of the Uni- 
ted States gunners Avas much superior 
to that of the Spaniards, and the men 
were stronger aud in better condition. 
The Spaniards are a small race com- 
pared with their stalwart opponents, 
and, worn out by a hundred days* siege 
and disappointed by tne failure to ar- 
rive of the promised Spanish x-elief 
scïuadi'^n» they had lost heart. 
It was 
R hopeleiis struggle. 


Looking over the bay it was curious 
to notice hov/ the foreign fleets ar- 
ranged themselves according to their 
sympathies. 
The English and 
Jap- 
anese were near the Americans and the 
Germans and French on the opposite 
sides of the bay, north of the Paslg 
river. The British cruiser Immortalité 
and her consorts kept fairly near the 
American line. 
The attacking squad- 
ron formed in lines between Malate 
and old Manila, 
with the 
Concord 
watched the fort at the mouth of the 
Pasig. 
The American fleet lay out- 
side the breakwater. 


The Olympia fired the first shot at 
9:40, and a fairly continuous but by 
no means furious cannonade M'as kept 
up until 11:20. 
By that time the Ma- 
late fort was silenced, and the Ameri- 
can troops tlien stormed the entrench- 
ments. The Spaniards v/ho were in the 
earthworks say that the quick 
firing 
guns of 
the little 
gunboat Rapldo, 
which lay close to the shore, were far 
more terrible in their effects than was 
the raking fire of the ships. 


Resisfauce to tlie American attack 
was impossible. 
The First Colorado 
regiment was the earliest to charge 
the Spaniards, who retired to the sec- 
ond lino, but, Goon outnumbered, they 
ViTore forced into the old city, 
A part 
of Malate suffered severely from the 
bombardment. 
The 
vaunted 
intra- 
mures defenses were not tried. 


The Spanish commander, convinced 
that further resistance was hopeless, 
hoisted a v/hito il:ig at 1:30 and the 
order to cease firing was immediately 
Issued in the center of the town, bur 
in the outskirts street 
fighting 
con- 
tinued for some time afterwards be- 
tween the rebels and Spaniards. 
The 
only fear felt in the city is in regard 
to the conduct of the instirgents. 


As the white flag was hoisted Gen- 
eral August! and his family were taken 
on board the German cruiser, and th ^ 
Kaiserin Augusta steamed off immedi- 
ately for Hong Kong. 


DEWEY WANTS MORE PORTS. 


n o Ilrts Also Set Out to Capture Span- 
ish AVai'sliIpK, 


Kong Kong, Aug. 17.—Consul Gen- 
eral "Wiklman yesterday received a re- 
port from Admiral Dewey saying that 
it was intended after the capture of 
Manila to dispatch cruisers on Aug. 
14 to lloilo and Cebu to accept the sur- 
render of those i/orts, and also to send 
cruisers to Port Royalist, in Talawan, 
to capture the Spanish gunboats hid- 
ing there. 
Another ship was detailed 
to capture tlie Spanish .steamers ply- 
ing bel ween Labuan and lluiio. 
Four 
Bpanish gunl^oats at Bataau, in Pan^y, 
wete^ajsp .tQ.kP c^PimiS^l;, 


Consul Wldlman credits the report 
and soys that should the vessels have 
left before the arrival at Manila of the 
British steamer Australia, which was

signing of the protocol nnd the cessa- 
tion oi hostilities to thfct place, it will 
be an impossibility to wK^all the veS" 
sels in three weeks. 


General Angusti yesterday said he 
did not know that the Kaiserin Au- 
gusta was to sail lor Hong Kong. He 
was informed that a launch was await- 
ing him. which he boarded and was 
taken to the Kaiserin Augusta, which 
immediately started

This statement is considered an equivo- 
cation, as General Aiu^usli evidently 
knew his destination anil his escape 
was prearranired.

VICTIMS OF YELLOW FEVER. 


Several Soldicii^ Strlckon at Key W e s t 
aud Montau)rjJ*^iit. 
Washington, Aug. 17.—Surgeon- Gen- 
eral Sternberg: has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Surgeon Borden, 
at Key West, regarding the yellow fev- 
er there: "Three cases of yellow fever 
and three suspected capes ofiiclally re- 
ported at marine ])aiTacks here. 
Have 
50 men at this hospital, mostly from the 
Fifth 
corps, ready for duty, and 
'¿1 
convalescents able to travel." 


Similar information to that received 
by General Sternberg oanie to Surgeon 
General Wyman. of the marine hospital 
service. 
The iatter at once Instituted 
steps for t'he purpose of obtaining data 
showing the origin of the disease and 
to prevent its spread to other places. 


According to reports received at the 
marine hospital service two of the six 
vessels which have arrived at 
Mon- 
tauk Point, L. I., with troops from 
Shafter's army, were inferted. 
One of 
these, the Grand Duchess, whose ari'i- 
val has just been reported to the bu- 
reau, had four cases of yellow fever 
aboard and a number of "suspects." 


THE HORRORS OF SANTIAGO, 


Cremating tlio TJodies of Spanish Sol- 
diers, Victims ori)lseai»o. 
Santiago de Cuba, Aug. IT.—The bod- 
ies of the dead Spaniards continue to 
be cremated. 
Over 700 were burned so 
f ^ . 
Yesteri^iy afternoon 70 were to 
be burned. 
Over two rails a dozen 
bodies are stretched, across them an- 
other dozen, and then about 30 corpses 
are stacked in an Immense funeral pile 
ten high. 
The pile is then saturated 
with kerosene and the torch applied. 
A fall of rain put out the fire, caus- 
ing the bodies to be only half burned. 
The unconsumed bodies were left upon 
the earth 
until todav. 
when 
better 
weather helped the work of cremation. 


Around 
the pile 
yesterday lay 22 
cofiins containing corpses In a state of 
decomposUion. 
Several naked bodies 
were strewn upon the 
ground In a 
Ktate of putrefaction. Altogether about ' 
70 unburned and uneonsumed 
bodies 
Jay around. 
The stench was terrible. 
This happened at a cemetery within 
the city limits. The authorities and the 
cemetery olftcials say It is impossible 
to get men to work at the cremation. 
V/ages of $1 a day prove no Inducement 
to the natives to work at this gruesome 
toil.

Washington, Aug, 13.—The president 
has issued the following proclamation: 


"Whereas. By a protocol concludcd 
and signed Aug. 12, 1S98. by Wlliam 
R. Day, secretary of state of the United 
States, aud his excellency, Jules Cam- 
bon, ambassador 
extraordinary 
and 
plenipotentiary 
of 
the 
republic 
o£ 
France at Washington, 
respectively 
representing for this purpose the gov- 
ernment of the United States and the 
government of Spain, the United States 
and Spain have formally agreed upon 
the terms on which negotiations for 
the establishment of peace between the 
two countries shall be 
undertaken; 
and, 


"Whereas, It is in said 
protocol 
agreed that upon its conclusion and 
signature hostilltites between the two 
countries shall be suspended, and that 
notice to that effect shall be given as 
soon as possible by each government 
to the commanders of Its military and 
naval forces; 


"Now. therefore, I, William McKln- 
ley, president of the United States, do, 
in accordance with the stipulations of 
the protocol, declare and proclaim on 
the part of the United States a suspen- 
sion of hostilities and do hereby com- 
mand that orders be immediately given 
through the proper channels to the 
commanders of the military and naval 
forces of the United States to abstain 
from all acts Inconsistent with this 
proclamation. 


"In witness whereof. I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be aflixed. 


"WILLIAM M'KINLEY." 


A copy of the proclamation has been 
cabled our army and navy command- 
ers. Spain will cable her commanders 
like Instructions. 


The protocol provides: 
1. That Spain will relinquish 
all 
claim of sovereignty over and title to 
Cuba. 
. 


2. That Porto Rico and other Span- 
ish islands In the West Indies, and an 
island In the Ladrones, to be selected 
by the United States, shall be ceded to 
tlie latter. 


3. That thp United States will oc- 
cupy and hold the city, bay and har- 
bor of Manila, pending the conclusion 
of a treaty of peace which shall de- 
termine the control, disposition and 
government of the Philippines. 


4. That Cuba. Porto Rico and other 
Spanish islands in the West 
Indies 
shall be Immediately evacuated and 
that commissioners, to be appointed 
within ten days, shall, within 30 days 
from the signing of the protocol, meet 
at Havana and San Juan, respectively, 
to arrange and execute the details of 
the evacuation. 


5. That the United States and Spain 
will each appoint not more than five 
commlsioners to negotiate and con- 
clude a treaty of peace. The commis- 
sioners arc to meet at Paris not later 
than the Ist of October. 


6. On the signing of tlie protocol, 
hostilities v.'ill be suspended and notice 
to that effect v/ill be given as soon as 
possible by each government to the 
commanders of its military and naval 
forces. 


With simplicity in keeping v.'ith re- 
publican institutions the war v/hlch 
lias raged 
between 
Spain 
and 
the 
United States for a period of three 
months and 22 days was quietly termi- 
nated at 23 minutes past 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, v/hen Secretary Day, 
for the United States, and M, Cambon, 
for Spain, in the presence of President 
McKinley, signed a pi'otocol which will 
for the basis of a definitive treaty of 
peace. 


As a further mar/i of his disposition, 
President 
McKinley 
cahed 
for 
the 
proclamation which he had caused to 
be drawn 
up suspending hostilities, 
anu signed it in the presence of M. 
Cambon. who expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the action. Without delay Act- 
ing Secretary Allen hastened to the 
telephone and directed that cable mes- 
sages be immediately sent to all of the 
naval 
commanders—Dewey, 
in 
the 
Philippines; Sampson, at Guantanamo, 
and the various commandants at navy 
yards and stations—to cease hostilities 
Immediately.

An Icolnnd Vifihorinnn Hurled In H!9 


lilttlo Dory, 


Herbert D, Ward writes in the Cen* 
tury of the "Heroes of 
the Deep," 
one of tho series nf articles on "Heroes 
of Pcace." Mr, Ward says: 


On April 25, 1P95, a iishing-vesael 
came out from the harbor of 
Dyre 
Fiord, Iceland, to bait up and set his 
trawls. 
It became calm at night, but 
in tho morning, when the dories went 
out to haul, it began to breeze up. 
The gale came up so rapidly that the 
head dories, in order to save them- 
selves at all, cut their gear and mad® 
for the veesel, which was drifting 
astern, so that the men could get 
aboard. 
Soon all the dories were in 
but one, and the skipper was in the 
rigging, looking for it anxiously. 
It 
was not long before he discovered 
it 
to windward, bottom x\j>, with tho two 
men on top. 


Volunteers offered instantly. 
By 
this time tho gale Avas a hurricane, and 
the sea had made rapidly. 
The great 
danger was apparent. 
One of 
the 
men who went to the rescue as a mat* 
ter of course, at the peril of his life, 
was Carl Eckhoff, an 
indomitable 
Swede. 
I have been unable to dis- 
cover the names of the other two, 


Tho wind as well as the tide wm 
against the rescuers. Again and again 
they were almost swamped; but rapid 
bailing and skilful handling carried 
them on in the white hell. 
At last, 
well-nigh 
spent, they 
reached the 
dory just in time to save one man 
alive. 
But the other was dead. 
His 
head was fouled in the gear where he 
had fallen over, benumbed by the icy 
water. 
They carried him back to the 
vessel, and worked three hours in vain 
trying to resuscitate hipi. 
Then they 
made for the harbor. 


On the following day a procession 
of the crews of three vessels wended 
its way to the churchyard. 
Uplifted 
upon tho stalwart arms of mourning 
mates, the doi-y led tho wa3\ 
It was 
the assassin dory, and in it, in simple 
state, hiy the man it had killed. 


Up through the churchyard, into 
the plain chui'ch, the man was carried 
in this strange bier. 'There he was 
laid before the pulpit while the minis- 
ter said over him the prayer for the 
dead. 
The freezing grave was ready. 
In it John Jacobsen was buried. 
No 
longer will he risk the gale or the ice. 
The dory that had slain him was his 
coffin; and the cold earth of Avarm- 
hearted Iceland has covered both man 
and boat in an eternal peace.

with huge head and jaM's. 
They do 
no work whatever, apparently, their

the kigrii^fiil?^ ^ l o ^ ' s are ^ p l o y e d 
SS living stoppers to close up the 
small holes of entrance to the nest. 
One of the most remarkable engineer- 
ing works of ants is a tunnel that has 
been made by a tribe of the leaf-cut* 
ing species undei' the bed of thePar- 
ahyba river, near Bio, at a place where 
the steam mentioned is as broail as 
the Thames at London Bridge. 
Not 
fai- from Para ants of this kind pierced 
the embankiiient of a large reservoir, 
and the great body of water which it 
contained escaped before the damag« 
could be reimired. 
These ants have 
been known to carry off tbe contents 
of a two-bushel basket of mandioca 
meal in a single night, taking it grain 
by grain.—New York Tribune.

"Wych" Hazel—Not''\7ItcU" Hazel. 
The correct name for Hamamelis 
Virginica is not witch hazel, but wych 
haz^el.

Spinosa, was the wood used in the^e 
divinations, or whatever these supe'f* 
stitious 
practices 
may be termed. 
Hazel had a very wide meaning in the 
olden times, and the elm, as well as 
the nut now known as such, was hazel. 
One of these elms, now known as 
Ulmus Montana, was the favorite wood 
for making wyche?, or provision chests, 
and was therefore known as tho wych 
hazel. 
In the present day it ifi ^he 
wych elm. 
Our hamamelis received 
from the early settlers tho name of 
wych hazel from the resemblance of 
the leaves to those oí the wych hazel 
or elm of the Oíd World.

lord Chocolato, 


Iced chocolat-e is sometimes served 
at bot weather luncheons instead of 
iced tea or coffee. A formula for it is 
to make tho cocoa in tho proix)rtion of 
a heaping teaspoonful to each half- 
pint of boiling water. 
This is mixed 
and cooked iu a double boiler for five 
minutes, and sweetened as it is taken 
from the fire. When it is cold, about 
a half-cup of cream is added.

Chicken rilau. 


Dress and cut up two chickens, 
cover with boiling water and cook un- 
til tender.

Stcived Banunas, 


Ster/ed bananas are cooked till clear 
in a syrup made of one cujj of sugar, 
one of water, a bay leaf and a stick 
of cinnamon. 
It has to be recorded 
that though cooked bananas are rec- 
ognized as far more wholesome than 
uncooked, children are apt to reject 
them excei)t in the latter form. Some- 
times stewed bananas poured around 
custard cup molds of cornstarch or 
rice tempt the small eaters, though 
not always. 
They have to be coaxed 
and encouraged—one mother encoun- 
tered recently confessed to bribery— 
but after a few trials the taste seems 
to be acquired, and then steAved or 
baked bananas or banana fritters may 
become a frequent dish. 


A Dellcioiifi liroakfast Dish. 


J A dainty and delicious breakfast or 
luncheon dish is a chicken souSle, 
It 
is made thus: 
Mince the white meat 
of a cold rojistei or boiled fowl with 
a little onion. 
To a pint of minced 
meat add one teaspoonful of finely 
minced parsley, salt an^ pepper in^ 
sufficiency to season rather highly; 
six tablespoonfuls of cream; mix all 
together; stir in three tablespoonfi^s

eggs, 
Plaice over the fire, and when 
it begins to thicken remove and allow 
to cool a little. 
Beat the whites of

once with mushroom sauce. 
Salmon 
souffle is made in the same manner, 
substituting boiled salmon for the 
fowl.

DEWEY'S 
GREAT 
COOLNESS. 


An Intoro»t!ni: rnclcTont in tho Career of 
tho Hero of Mnnitn. 


A good story is told of Commodore 
Qeorge Dewey, which illustrates not 
Only his coolness and judiriueut in a 
moment of peril, but also the high re- 
gard in which he is hehl by the men 
under his command. 
It was during 
the spring of 18H7, when Commodore 
Dewey, then a captain, had command 
of the flagship Pensacola, a sailing 
vessel, in the jVIediterranean, 
While 
en route from Athena to the ooast of 
Spain the vessel encountered a series 
of short but violent squalls, which not 
only greatly retarded her progress, but 
proved intensely wearing on the crew. 


One night, when the inconsistency 
of the weather was particularly annoy- 
ing, the oQicer of the watch happened 
to be a young lieutenant who was very 
unpopular with tho men, being what 
is termed in the nautical vernacular a 
''bucko." 
Several times during the 
watch all hands had been called to 
shorten sail,' and they were naturally 
very much exhftusted from 
racing 
back and forth from the decks to the 
upper rigging. Finally the order was 
again given to make sail, 
and the 
tired sailors set about to put it into 
execution. 
But, after the work had 
been accomplished and all hands had 
come down from aloft, it occurred to 
the officer that the meu had 
not 
exhibited sufficient alacrity to 
suit 
him, and, advancing to the break of 
the poop, speaking-trumpet in hand, 
be thundered a torrent of epithets at 
the crew,following it up with an order 
to lay aloft and go through the tactics 
of shortening sail by way of drill. Un- 
fortunately, however, he had failed to 
reckon upon the inborn spirit of the 
American sailors, and right here their 
forbearance forsook them, and not a 
man of their number ma<le a move- 
ment to execute the overbearing or- 
der. 
Wildly flourishing his trumpet, 
the now frenzied martinet threatened 
and cursed and stormed, but to no 
avail. 
The blood of the crew was up, 
and 
they 
cursed 
back, 
ridiculed, 
laughed him to scorn. 
Suddenly the 
sea and sky were seen to grow darker 
to windward, and it was clear that 
another squall was imminent. 


Alive to the danger to which the 
flhip, with all her canvas spread, was 
exposed, the lieutenant retreated from 
his threatening attitude and urged, 
entreated, implored the men to save 
vggp^—but in vain—they had 
been di i v ^ to sheer desperation and 
only scoffed at him the more. Onward 
cayie the tempestj its 
fieireu^s^^ft^ 
toldljy the livijd shalt3 of lightning 
which repeatedly flashed from its inky 
depths. 
The lieutenant, in 
despair, 
had sunk to his knees, with his face 
in his hands, awaiting the inevitable 
doom. 
Suddenly from out the cabin 
companionway a form emerged. 
It 
was the captain. 
In an .instant his 
glance had taken in all—the approach- 
ing storm, the defiant crew, the sup- 
pliant officer, the flapping sails, and 
then, clear and loud, rang out his 
order: 
''All 
hands shorten 
sail!*' 
That was all,but it was sufficient. Be- 
fore the last word of that command 
had been uttered the rigging was full 
of flying sailors,cheering their captain 
as they sped to their task, and in a 
twinkling every foot of canvas had 
been stowed, and the ship was placed 
under bare poles. 
Even before they 
could regain the decks the gale burst 
upon the vessel, demonstrating 
only 
too forcibly the fate another moment's 
delay would have hurled upon her. 


When the shock had passed and the 
crew had assembled in readiness to 
obey the next order, Captain Dewey 
addressed bis first words to the offi- 
cer of the deck. 
"Go to your room," 
he said. 
Then, 
turning to the crew, 
he commanded, without the least sus- 
picion of rebuke in his tones: 
''Boat- 
swain, pipe down!"—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


American manufacturiug products o 
larger field than can otherwise be se- 
cured. 
The 
three 
manufacturing 
countries oF Europe, England, Fr&nce 
and Germany, have been inci-easing 
very rapidly their colonial possessions 
of late years and this is more particu- 
larly true perhaps of Germany, which 
has in Africa alone colonies covering 
over 800,000 square miles. 


' T h e Statesman's Year Book" foi 
ISOtS shows the commerce of 
Great 
Britain in the export trade during the 
vear ¡jrevious to have amounted to 
§800,000,000 of cotton goods, SlOO,- 
000,000 of woolen goods, §40,000,000 
of linen and Jut« manufactures, 
000,000 of wearing apparel, and $i)0,- 
000,000 of machmery and 
cutlery. 
Frauce*s trade with French colonies, 
exclusive of Algeria and Tunis, amount- 
ed last year to $30,000,000 of imports 
and 825,000,000 of exports, and the 
exports of German manufacture to 
foreign colonies now amount to a con- 
siderable figure. Last year those im- 
ports into the Cameroons amounted to 
.§2,000,000 in value, into 
German- 
Africa to §1,000,000, and into Togo- 
land to about as much. 


The policy of all producing coun- 
tries largely engaged in manufacture 
is to discriminate against like monu- 
factures in other countries, and the 
possession of large colonies, 
there- 
fore, is a decided benefit to the home 
country, a benefit which agricultural 
countries do not enjoy. Austria-Hun- 
gary furnishes a fair illustration of 
this. 
The Austrian products, and 
particularly 
glass, leather, 
woolen 
goods, porcelain and stoneware, are 
extensive and give employment to 
nearly 3,000,000 persons, but the com- 
merce of Austria is 
inconsiderable, 
and much more than half of it is with 
Germany under conditions which are 
necessarily more favorable to the Ger- 
man consumers than to the Austrian 
j)roducers. 


Tho First Invasion of Cuba. 


A Paris paper publishes an extract 
translated from a Madrid paper, de- 
scribing the first invasion of Cuba, in 
1494, 
It is drawn from an old book 
on Cuba, and is said to be an extract 
from the original logbook of Colum- 
bus. 
He wrote: '*0n the 14 of April 
in early morning I heavily armed 
those who were to disembark from the 
ships and caravals, 
and I cruised 
along the coast of the island to the 
north northeast, in order to see the 
otjier jside, which is at the east, and 
and also io examine the villages. 
I 
saw two or three, whose inhabitants 
Fan to the shore bringing to us fresh 
Avater and food. 
Crowds of men and 
w^meu, ea^h of whom hat]^his or hejr 
oaViTiig fo"i^^ent to uTj'weie prais* 
ing God, and they threw themselves 
upon their knees and raised 
their 
hands toward heaven in welcoming 
us." 
The Parisian editor adds the 
following : "Thus were received the 
first 
Europeans to reach America. 
Everybody knows what reward was 
presented for this reception by those 
who arrived, and that, dispossessed, 
pillaged, massacred, the natives very 
soon learned the benefits of civiliza- 
tion, which the conquerors freely gave 
to them. 
And now there are othiir 
conquerors arriving, they also from 
the sea, %vho in turn will dispossess 
the Spaniards. 
Must it be said, 'Jus- 
tice immanentc des choses 
(Justice 
overtakes evildoers.) Spain will doubt- 
less think otherwise, if for no other 
reason than that at the end of 400 
years she thinks she has the right to 
claim immunity under the law of lim- 
itation."—Xew York Times. 


MANUFACTURES 
COLONIES. 


The Polley of NatSoiift "Wlio Make More 
Artli'UiR Thau Th«y run ConRume, 


There has recently appeared under 
authority of the state department 
in 
Washington a table showing the rela- 
tion Avhich the colonies of certain Eu- 
ropean countries bear to the home 
country, and from it is seen that four 
of the governmeuts of Europe—Great 
Britain, France, Holland and Portugal 
—have colonies larger in respect to- 
population than the home 
country, 
while two other European govern- 
ments, German^' and Denmark, have 
colonies larger in territorial area than 
Ihe home country. 
It is more than 
a coincidence that the governmeuts 
which have colonies are, for the most 
part, those which are conspicuous in 
manufacturing industries, while it is 
observable that in nearly every case 
the agricultural countries of Europe, 
notably Kussia, Austria, Spain and 
Hweden, either have no distant colonies 
remote from the home country, or are 
on the point of losing those colonies 
which they have, and the same is true 
of Italy and Turkey. 


The figures show that all manufac- 
turing countries under the impetus of 
steam power, electricity and modern 
invention are able to produce consid- 
ei-ably more than 
their 
inhabitants 
can consume and, the home market 
beiug insufficient, recourse has been 
had to a foreign market artificially 
create^ by the colonial expansion of 
the kind now generally favored 
by 
Uiose who are eeekitt« 
to cet for

Supplyiuff the Army. 


The supplying of an army Avith the 
things required 
for its subsiBtence, 
maintenance and operation is divided 
into three distinct departments—the 
commissary, the quartermaster's and 
the 
ordnance. 
The 
quaitermaster 
supplies the tents, uniforms, shoes, 
underwear, and all that relates to the 
housing and clothing of the soldier. 
The commissary 
department 
feeds 
him, and the ordnance furnishes his 
arms and shooting material. 


The feeding of a soldier is an inter- 
esting process, and from the top of 
the list to the bottom there is in- 
cluded a very considerable army in 
itself engaged in buying, forwarding 
and distributing the food which goes 
to make up a soldier's 
"rations." 
Except in what may be called emer- 
gency cases, the process starts at the 
top, with the chief of the commissary 
department of the whole army, with 
headquarters in Washington, 
Con- 
tracts are made for the materials speci- 
fied by the war department, in quan- 
tities of tons and hundreds of tons, 
according to the nature of the mater- 
ial.—New York Post.

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'ho Boors Carried by Storm a British 
PosUloii Con«lilcrcd Imprcsuablc 
—A Brilliant Victory. 


NGLAND'S war with tho Boers 
in South 
Africa, in 1881, 
I showed tho ability and cour- 
ap:e of tho latter aa fishters. 
.n English correspondent who was 
laken prisoner by the Boers at tho 
[disastrous battle of Majula Hill, in 
•hich General Sir George Oolley, tho 
British Commander, lost his life, wrote 
[the following account of the British 
Idofeat: 


The column which left camp at 
¡Mount Prospect consisted of 600 men, 
nil told, beloucring to the Fifty-eighth, 
Sixtieth and Nincty-second Regiments 
land tho Naval Brif2:ad0. The night was 
[dark, and the march across an un- 
known country toilsome in the ex- 
treme. 
The troops carried 
eighty 
rounds of ammunition, water bottles 
and three days' iDrovisions. 
Daylight 
was breaking when we approached the 
hill which was the object of the ex- 
pedition, 
We wero six hours in ac- 
complishing what, as tho crow flies, is 
a little over four miles, to the summit 
lof an eminence from which we looked 
down upon a Ions: lino of Boer in- 
tronchments stretching from a point 
immediately below us to Buffalo Kiver. 
"^Our occupation of this hill made the 
^Boer iDosition absolutely untenable. 
¡Tho enemy's 
principal laager 
was 
^about 2000 yards away. 
Tho position 
I wo had secured was undoubtedly one 
of immense natural strength. 


At sunrise the Boers were to be seen 
moving in their lines, but it was not 
until nearly an hour later that a party 
of mounted vidoites were seen trotting 
out toward the hill, upon which thjy 
evidently intended to take their stand. 
As they 
approached our 
outlying 
pickets fired upon them, and our pres- 
icnco was for the first time discovered. 
At about 7 o'clock tho Boers opened 
fire, and tho bullets whistled thickly 
over the plateau. 
The men wero all 
perfectly cool and confident. 
I do 
not think tho possibility of the posi- 
tion being carried by storm occurred 
to anyone. 
From 7 to 11 a. m. tho 
'Boors, who were lying all around the 
hille, maintained 
a 
constant 
fire. 
Their shooting was wonderfully ac- 
curato. 
The stones behind which our 
men in the front line were lyihg were 
hit by almost every shot. 
Our men 
only showed themselves to take an oc- 
casional shot, and accurate as was the 
enemy's shooting, up to 11 o'clock we 
had but five casualties. 
So far our 
position appoar^^ perfectly safe. The 
Boers had, indeed, gob between us and 
the camp; but we had three days' 
provisions, and could hold out until 
reinforcements came up. 


From 11 to 12 o'clock tho enemy's 
fire continued as hot, but os harmless 
fts before. 
Between 12 and 1 it 
slackened, and it seemed nsthough the 
Boers were drawing ofl. 
This, how- 
ever, was not the cuso, 
The enemy, 
had been, as was afterward learned, 
very strongly reinforcing their fight- 
ing lino in preparation for an assault. 
Soon after 1 o'clock a terrific fire sud- 
denly broke forth from the right 
lower slopes of the hill, the side on 
which tho firing had all along been 
heaviest. 
A tremendous rush was 
simultaneously made by the enemy. 
Our advance lino was at once nearly 
all shot or driven back upon our main 
position. 
This position may bo de- 
scribed as an oblong basin on the top 
of the hill. 
It was about 200 yards 
long by fifty broad. 
Our whole force 
now lined the rim of tho basin and 
fixed bayonets to repel the assailants. 
The Boers, with shonts of triumph, 
swarmed Tip tho sides of tho hill, and 
made several attempts to carry the 
position with a rush. Each time, how- 
ever, they were driven back with the 
bayonet. 


At last the Boors, who had gathered 
near tho edge of the slope, made a tre- 
mendous rush at a i;oint beyond that 
at which th03'' had before been attack- 
ing, and where tho number of defend- 
erH was comparatively small, 
They 
burst 
through 
tho defenders and 
XDoured in over the edge of the basin, 
and our position was lost. 
The main 
lino of 
our defenders, their 
flank 
turned and taken in reyerso, made a 
rush along tho plateau to endeavor to 
form and rally, but it was useless, 
With fierce shouts and a storm of bul- 
lets the Boers poured in. 
There was 
n wild rush, with tho Boers close be- 
hind, 
The roar of vhe firing, the 
whistling of tho bullets and the yells 
of the enemy made up a din which 
eeomed infernal. 
All around men 
were falling. 
Tharo was no resistance 
—no halt. 
It was a fight for life. 
At 
this moment I was knocked do\^n by 
the rush and tramiiled upon, and when 
I came to my sonses the Boers wore 
firing over mo at the retreating troops 
who were moving down tho hill. Try- 
ing to rise, I was taken prisoner and 
led away, 
On tho hill I found the 
body of General Colley, shot through, 
the head. 
After conversation with 
the Boer general I induced him to 
grant me a pass to go into our camp 
and bring out succor for the wound- 
ed. They wer^ lying thickly both on 
tho plateau aijd everywhere on the 
descent of th^ bilj. 
The Boers were 
very civil. 
They took, it is true, a 
U\y articles I had about me, but no 


troops in the 
world could ou tho 
whole have behaved better as victors. 


As to the completeness of their vic- 
tory there can be no question. 
They 
carried by sheer fighting a portion 
which our general himself considered 
to be, defended by tho force at his 
command, impregnable. 
Even now I 
can hardly understand how it was 
done, so sudden was the rush, so in- 
stantaneous tho change from what wo 
regarded as perfect safety in immi- 
nent peril. 
It cannot bo denied that 
tho capture of Majula Hill is.au ex- 
ploit of which nny troops in the world 
might bo proud, 
During the enemy's 
advance our men hardly caught sight 
of a single Boer. 
Tho Boers crept 
through the grass, taking advantage 
of every stono and every inequality of 
ground. 
When driven back by the 
fire at one point they would work 
around unperceived and thence open 
with heavy volleys upon us, themselves 
being all the time invisible. 


"Why Callcil Tumblers. 


Every day we drink out of a tumbler. 
Whv is the lai'go glass that holds our 
milk and water so called? 
Years ago 
Professor Max Muller was giving a 
luncheon at All Souls' College, Ox- 
ford, to the Princess Alice, the wife 
of the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt and the second daughter of 
Queen Victoria. 
There were not a 
dozen guests besides the Princess and 
her husband, and a very agreeable 
luncheon we had, with talk on all 
kinds of interesting subjects. 


But what excited the curiosity of 
all strangers present was a set of little 
round bowls of silver, about the size 
of a largo orange. They were brought 
round filled to the brim. 
Those, we 
are told, were tumblers, and we were 
speedily shown how they came by 
their names—a fitting les^ou for tho 
guests of a philologist. 
When one of 
these little bowls was empty it was 
placed upon the tabic mouth down- 
ward. 
Instantly, so perfect was its 
balance, it flew back to its proper 
position as if aslcing tobe filled again. 
No matter how it was treated—trundled 
along the floors, balanced carefully on 
its side, dropped suddenly upon the 
soft, thick carpet, up it rolled again 
and settled itself with a few gentle 
shakings ond swayings into its place, 
like one .of those india ruobor tum- 
bling dolls babies delight in. 


This, then, was the origin of our 
word tumbler, at first made of silver, 
as are all these All Souls' tumblers. 
Then, when glass became common, 
the round glasses that stood on a fiat 
base superseded the exquisitely bal- 
anced silver spheres and stole their 
names so successfully that you have 
to go to All Souls' to see the real 
thinff.-r-Jeweler's Circular.

According to the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court husbands can no 
longer rule their wives. 
The Court 
says, in rendering a recent decision: 


**By virtue of this legislation a mar- 
ried woman becomes, iu the view of 
the law, a distinct and independent 
person Irom her husband, not only in 
respect to her right to own property, 
but also in respect to her right to use 
her time for tho purpose of earning 
money on her sole and separate ac- 
count. 
She may perform labor, and 
is entitled to her wages and earnings. 
If she complies with the statutory re- 
quirement as to recording a certificate 
she may carry on any trade or busi- 
ness on her sole and separate account, 
and take the protits, if profits there 
are, as her separate property." 


Her husband can appropriate neither 
her earnings nor her time, but he is 
obliged to support her as in the old 
regime. 
Ho 
has few rights left, 
though, for, ''to a certain limited ex- 
tent, as for example, ^n ^fixing the 
domicile and in being responsible un- 
der ordinary circumstances for its or^ 
derly management, the husband is 
still the haad of the family."—New 
York Press.

The war has continued

days. 
There have been briefer wars in distory, 
but it is doubtful if there has been one 
in which the loss of life was less, con- 
sidering the length of hostilities.

These are five farms, number- 
ing 1,400 acres in all, but the one se-

as <«Oak L a n e " farm,

original Young homestead farm, 
and 
said by the Duke of 
Cumberland,

»the finest farm he had seen in America,

Ffttal Kailroad Wreck» 


A wreck which cost engineer John 
Reed his life, completely destroyed two 
engines and one box car, and damaged 
several other freight cars, occurred on 
the Western Maryland Railroad, Sunday 
evening at 5.C0 o'clock, near St. Paul's 
Church, six miles north 
of 
Emory 
Grove. 


A s])ecial freight tran left Hanover 
Sunday afternoon, in charge of engineer 
John Reed, iireman Charles Rebert, flag- 
man 
Milton Luckenbaugh, 
conductor 
Harry 
Socks, and brakeman Henry 
Miller. Tne train was drawn by en- 
gine No. 25, which had just been brought 
from the repair 
shop 
Tuesday, after 
a general overhauling. 
There were thir- 
teen cars in the train, ten of which were 
loaded with coal. 
Passenger train No. 95 runs out from 
Baltimore to Alesia every Sunday even- 
ing, arriving at the latter place at 5.30 
o'clock 
Near St, Paul's Church, about 
six miles north of Emory Grove, and iust 
below Arcadia the road makes a curve 
through a cut, making it impossible for 
an engineer goiug north or south to see 
ahead for any distance. 
Here the two 
trains met. The engine of the passenger 
train was coming baclovard, there beiRsi 
no turntable at Alosia. 


As tlie engines ncared each other, en- 
gineer Shaw and fireman McCleary of the 
passenger engine, and fireman Rebert, of 
the freight enghie, jumped for their lives 
but engineer John Reed stuck to his post. 
His engine ran over the tender of the 
other engine and then under the engine 
seiting it up on end, piling up a wreck 
twenty-live feet high. 
The first car on 
the freight train was loaded with pig iron 
and was dashed to pieces ou the freight 
engine, engineer Reed being crushed by 
the timbers and iron, 


Mr. Reed's family was taken from Han- 
over to the scene of the accident by a 
special train. 
The dying man recogniz- 
ed his family and was able to speak to 
them. 
The doctors gave him stimulants, 
but he gradually grew weaker. 
At 3 o'- 
clock he was yet conscious but soon be- 
came unconscious, and at 4.30 he died. 


The two enginef are badly wrecked. 
The passenger cars did not leave the 
track and the passengers were not injur- 
ed, beyong receiving a severe jolting. 
Of the freight train, the first car was 
smashed and several others thrown from 
the track and damaged. 


The iniuries to the emplo^'ccs of the 
railroad, 
except 
Mr. 
Reed, 
were 
slight. Brakeman Henry Miller receiv- 
ed a flesh wound on the arm, while flag- 
man Milton Luckenbaugh is also slightly 
injured. 


The accident Avas caused bv a misun- 
derstanding on the part of the freight 
train's crew. 


Mr. Reed, the victim of the accident, 
resided in Hanover, and leaves a wid'iw 
and three children 
His wife w; 
a 
Miss Toney, of Gettysburg. 


Deceased was the last of five sons of 
Peter Reed, and strange to relate, they 
all died violent deaths. 
George Reed, one of the brothers, fell 
from a hickory tree some 40 years ago 
and was instantly killed; Snmuel was 
killed by the cars in Hanover about 34 
years ago; Henry met his death by fall- 
ing into a large ily-wlieel at Marks' mar 
ble works, on the Hanover Commons, 
some 12 years back; Jacob was burnt to 
death in the flames which destroyed his 
habitation on the Baltimore turnpike, 
about one from Hanover, 4 or 5 j^ears ago, 
and JoJm the last of the brothers, met his 
sad fate Sunday, as above described.

Paul was born at Nantes; he stud- 
ied medicine; and thence, a mere 
stripling, he sailed as ship's surgeon 
to the Par East, embarking for the 
fourth time on October 9, 1819, and 
casting anchor about the end of Jilay, 
1820, in the Bay of Manila. He landed 
at Cavite, enjoyed the whirl of Manila 
society, 
studied the Tagaloc, went 
among the natives in the mountains, 
began the career of 
sportsmanship 
that was to culminate in hunting the 
stag and the bufialo and in killing 
caymans and boa constrictors, and fin- 
ally allowed his ship to go home and 
leave him in the metropolis of the 
archipelago. 


-He had resolved to become a resi- 
dent physician. 
He faced the fanati- 
cism of the cholera massacre of 1820, 
and he had a clean shirt in his hat and 
a dollar in his pocket. 
Finding a rich 
old don nearly blind, he cured one eye 
and made a glass ball for the socket of 
the other,, and his reputation was 
established. 
Paul became Dr. Pablo, 
and surgeon of a regiment of regulars 
and of a battalion of militia. 
But 
when the leaders of the Novalles re- 
bellion of 1823 were shot, he had oc- 
casion to call a Spanish informer a 
coward, 
and some time thereafter, 
having words with tho Governor-Gen- 
eral over a question of ethics, he re- 
signed and was thenceforth a sort of 
surgical free lance to the people of 
Luzon. 


The confession of Professor George 
Herbert Stephens, a former professor

The travels of La Gironniere in the 
island, though undertaken incident- 
ally to professional duty or out of mere 
curiosity or a desire to go somewhere, 
are scientifically interesting, and will 
be as important to the historian as 
many of the manuscript accounts that 
are rolled up in the cloistral archives. 
He explored caves, lakes, 
mountain 
fastnesses and immense forests; slept 
in treetops and on the tidal sands; 
learned the ways of the tribes and 
gathered legends; attended the Tin- 
guiau brain feast; sketched the interior 
of Igorrot huts and carried off the 
skeleton of a Negro woman. 


La Gironniere's most valuable con- 
tribution to the civilization of the 
island was his colony of 
Jala-Jala. 
Bafore his resignation had been ac- 
cepted, Senor Pablo, who was known 
among the natives as Malamit Oulou, 
or "Cool Head," had secured of the 
Minister of Finance a site for a model 
farm in the mountainous peninsula 
that extends southward into the beau- 
tiful Lake of Bay at the head of the 
Pasig. 
Here, with his devoted wife, 
and commissioned to Subdue as ho 
might the pirates and banditti of this 
wild region, he founded among these 
victims of Spain's extortion and mis- 


laid her little girl in the grave, and 
uncomplainingly, as she bid adieu to 
the boy who was soon to follow, sh« 
went down into it herself.

T H E APPARATUS USED ON A MODERN 


BATTLESHIP VERY COMPLEX. 


^lic CrniiiPr Brooklyn 
Is Strerctl by 
Elocti lclty-On Most of OTilv Ships tho 
Ouus Arc Fired by tho MyBtorlous Cm- 
rent^Tho Hnngo Finder a Novel Uovlco. 
It is in the electrical apparatus that 
the modern battleship is especially 
complex. For a vessel like the Massa- 
chusetts there are three 
^'generating 
•units/' with multipolar dynamos,each 
ibaving a capacity of 300 amperes at 
80 yoUs, 
These dynamos are run by 
engines which make 400 revolutions a 
minute. 
This electric plant is used 
for the operation of nearly 500 incan- 
descent lights, four search lights, one 
set of signaling apparatus, two sta- 
Aiouary and four portable ventilating 
funs, four motors for tho S-inch am- 
munition hoists, and other apparatus 
peculiar to warships, 
such as range 
finders, engine telegraphs, telephones 
and the like. 


The introduction of 
electricity on 
warships has been a constant fight 
and struggle against steam. 
Inch by 
inch the ground has been fought over, 
and inch by inch electricity has been 
winning its way, and the end is not 
yet. 


Very few of our warships are steered 


ftnd white spots painted on them, tb* 
presenting every possible combination 
of the two colors in 
the use of 
five lanterns of each color. 
These 
keys look like so many dominoes. The 
operator becomes very expert in tha 
manipulation of these keys, and can 
place his finger on a certain letter or 
sign as quickly as an expert operator 
on a typewriting machine can touch a 
certain key. 


In battle formation it is very neces- 
sary for ships to keep at exact 
dis- 
tances from each other 
so as to 
maneuver properly. 
An 
electrical 
device is now in use on some of our 
MTirships whereby the vessels are en- 
abled to iix the desired distances ac- 
curately. 
The helm indicator, another 
electrical device in use, simply tells 
the man at the wheel at what angle 
the captain wishes the helm 
set to 
make a turn. 
A registering device on 
tho bridge, operated by 
electricity, 
notifies the captain whether his orders 
have been carried out. 
A mistake in 
obeying the orders of the captain in 
time of battle in this respect might 
result in a collision, and how serious 
that might be the fate of the Victoria 
when the Camperdown sunk 
her in 
the Mediterranean several years ago 
would seem to indicate. 


The range tinder on ships consists 
of two sighting apparatus, 
usually 
situated well up on the superstructure 
of the warship, vnth

On most of the large ships the guns 
are fired by electricity. 
On nearly 
all of them an elaborate 
telephone 
system is in place and use. 
Another 
electrical device is what is called tho 
helm indicator, which shows the navi- 
gator of the ship the exact condition 
of the helm at any time. 
One of the 
commonest uses of electricity on ship- 
board is the steering telegraph, where- 
by the navigator communicates with 
the engine room and is enabled in re- 
turn to see whether the orders he has 
transmitted 
have been carried 
out. 
Another electrical instrument, which 
IS coming into use on warships, is tho 
speed and direction indicator, which 
reveals to the navigator of the ship 
not only the number but the direction 
of the revolutions ot the shaft of each 
engine. 


Then there is the range finder and 
the range indicator whereby, with 
dials, the captain of a ship can regu- 
late the direction 
and all the details 
of firing guns in any part of the ship 
from his station in the conning tower. 
Another electrical 
apparatus 
is the 
electric telescopic sight. 
This works 
in co-operation with tho range indi- 
cator. 
It has been found that when a 
»ihip is rolling the man who is sight- 
ing the glin has to get the target, the 
front sight and the rear sight into line 
and that he has only about one-fifth 
of a second in which to do this work. 
Through 
the 
operation of this tele- 
scopic sight the man who is elevating

Another is to secure some 
means of communication between the 
various ships of a squadron without 
w^ires and by means of 
induction. 
Neither of these systems 
has 
bee* 
successful yet, but both serve to indi- 
cate the trend of events in electrical 
engineering, so far as it applies to 
warships. 
Hence it is that the use of 
electricity 
on such 
vessels 
would 
probably grow, and it must be a very 
})ositive and learned man who can in- 
dicate the limit of its future use.

lected two 
United 
States senators. 
Congress, then in session in Philadel- 
phia, had received no information re- 
garding the action in the territory 
until congressman and senators walked 
in uninvited and announced 
that a 
state had been born, had elected its 
ofîicers, made its 
laws and was run- 
ning on schedule time. 


Congress was disconcerted ancj no- 
tified the applicants that the sheriffs' 
census was irregular 
and they must 
wait at least for an invitation 
before 
they proceeded to sit at the Federal 
table. Upon second thought Congress 
decided to be courteous and on Juno 
1 admitted 
Tennessee, nearly three 
months after she had become a state 
by her own action. 
This state,whose 
coming into the Union waR a little pre- 
vious, was the third state in the Union 
to provide a president for the 
Union 
and the iirst outside the original thir- 
teen and with one exception the only 
state south of the Ohio and the James 
ever to furnish a president, and she 
has provided 
three, more than any 
other state except New York, Virginia 
and Ohio.—13oston Transcript.
